Liquor Dealers in Convention. 
MILWAUKEE, October 18. 

The annual convention of the Na- 
tional Liquor Dealers and Manufactu- 
rers’ Association was held here to-day. 
Congressman Deuster delivered an 
address of welcome. He spoke of the 
prohibition movement as wild and 
fanatical, aimed at the destruction of 
bundreds of millions of dollars in- 
vested, and throwing thousands of 
workmen out of employment, and 
counseled a closer union against it. 
All the States were represented ex- 
cept three. The name is changed to 
the Personal Liberty League of the 
United States. Resolutions were 
passed to unitedly oppese the aggres- 
sions of prohibitionists, making it a 
national issue, and congratulating 
Ohio on the result of its late election.
